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ARCHITECTURE AND THE COMMUNITY 

The exhibition of the AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTURE opens July 8th 
at the Cleveland Museum of Art. It is designed to promote public interest in 
good architecture and a clearer understanding of its contribution to a better way 
of life. Selected work of the Cleveland Chapter, together with outstanding 
national work, will be shown in the Special Exhibition Gallery. 

This coordinated exhibit offers an unusual opportunity to see photographs, 
drawings and models of Cleveland buildings and a wide range of national and 
internationally recognized, architecture and allied arts. 

Included in the National Exhibit is a display of the work of John Wellborn 
Root of Chicago who will be awarded the AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTURE Gold 
Medal for 1958. This is the highest honor awarded by the Institute and is given in 
recognition of the most distinguished service to the architectural profession. 

Only 24 men have received it. Among them Louis H. Sullivan, Eliel Saarinen and 
Frank Lloyd Wright. 

Clevelander Viktor Schreckengost is the winner of the Fine Arts Medal 
awarded as the highest honor the Institute can bestow in the fine arts other than 
architecture. Schreckengost received it in recognition of distinguished achievement 
in the art of sculpture and ceramics. Previous winners have been such men as John 
Singer Sargent, Paul Manship, Diego Rivera, John Marin and Frederick Law Olmsted. 
Olmsted designed the Fine Arts Garden surrounding the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Merle Armitage of San Francisco has been given the Craftsmanship Medal 
for distinguished work in book design. His work will be in the exhibition. 

Francois Lorin of France will also have a place in the exhibition as a winner of 
the Honor Medal for outstanding design and execution of stained glass for Beauvais 
Cathedral. Four Belgian architects will receive the Reynolds Memorial Award for 


appropriate and aesthetic use of aluminum in one of the buildings at the Brussels 
Fair. 14 panels will display the work of Institute members who have received 
National Honor Awards. The Institute will honor Cleveland's Carl Guenther by 
conferring on him a Fellowship for his outstanding contribution to architecture 
and the Institute. 19 other members will be admitted to the College of Fellows 
of which 14 are on the basis of design. The latter will be represented in the 
exhibition. 

The Cleveland Chapter section of the exhibit includes 37 projects 
selected by a National Jury from work submitted by chapter members. Work includes 
best buildings to come from the boards of Cleveland architects. Projects range 
from multi-million dollar airports, churches and commercial buildings to modest 
residential work. 

The purpose of the coordinated exhibit is to show the forward-looking 
approach of present day architects - the creative force that produces the buildings 
in which people are born, work, play and pass their lives. This force and the men 
who direct it are the subject matter of ARCHITECTURE AND THE COMMUNITY. 

The President of the Cleveland Chapter, AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTURE, 
is Richard Outcault. The committee who designed and organized the exhibition 
consists of J. Byers Hays, Chairman, Phelps Cunningham and Kenneth Barnes, all 
Cleveland architects. 

The exhibition will end August 10th. 
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
